30«ton moter boats from the Chinese Commmnist coast guard land at Lung Tz!u 
Tag, The arew is armed with rifles and pistols, The boats run from Shthtao 
te Chefoo, The speed of the boats is 11 knots, Cargo and passenger boats need 
2 "lu p'u tzu" ( ay irl cy) for the clearance of cargo and passengers, The
